There are 
22 southland projects listed

vital civilian and m ilitary 
pro­ 
jects. 
Dreves warned that sponsors of 
some of the 22 projects 
m ight 
find it difficult to get necessary 
skilled m anpow er because of the 
present huge program for 
con­ 
struction of new m ilitary • estab­ 
lishments. 
The 22 projects would cost 
a 
total of $1,200,666.45 it is esti­ 
mated, and include schools, high­ 
ways, sewers, bridges and other 
improvements.

Italian prisoners of w ar at Tor­ 
ney G eneral Hospital during the 
week of A ugust 10 brought re­ 
newed activity to th e hospiatl’s 
training area which w as virtual­ 
ly inactivated with the departure 
of the 81st General H ospital this 
spring. 
Italian 
soldiers w ho reached 
Torney under the com m and of 
1st Lt. Joseph Schnaper, have 
been in the United States for 
some tim e and are relatively well 
adjusted, according to th eir com­ 
m anding officer. 


TO ASSIST CIVILIANS 


Spiking 
rum ors 
w hich 
have 
been ram pant in the V illage since 
the prisoners have been quarter­ 
ed in the training area, Lt. Col. 
E. T. Thompson, executive and 
public relations officer of the 
hospital, declared in an official 
statem ent to the press, “These 
men have been brought to Tor­

FIRM TREATMENT 


The firm but good treatm ent 
which prevails at o th er prisoner- 
of-war cam ps will be m aintained, 
with the m en encouraged to par­ 
ticipate in sports and other ac­ 
tivities designed to occupy heir 
leisure time. 
A special menu has been pro­ 
vided 
which 
will 
conform 
as 
closely as possible to the Italian 
diet to which the m en are accus­ 
tomed; and all m em bers of the 
group will be entitled to medical 
care at the hospital. 
The prisoners will w ear the 
regulation 
prisoner-of-w ar 
blue 
uniforms issued by the W ar De­ 
partm ent, clearly 
m arked with 
the 
large 
white 
letters 
PW, 
which have been adopted for the 
purpose 
of 
easy 
identification. 
There will be no fraternizing be­ 
tween Torney personnel and the 
prisoners, whose treatm en t will 
be 
governed 
at all 
times by 
strict adherence to th e Geneva 
Convention, according to Lt. Col. 
Thompson.

taining blood donors, according 
I to information received by Tom 
Holland, chairman of the 
Palm 
Springs War Chest Fund, 
from 
! the United China Relief, a mem­ 
ber agency of the National War 
Fund. 
Organized, donated and equip­ 
ped in America, the bank was 
flown to Kun-ming 
and began 
operation July 12th, 
but 
only 
.ten blood donors appeared 
the 
¡first day, says 
the 
report 
to 
; Chairman Holland. It was soon 
obvious that the reason for the

New Trailers 


To Ease House 


Shortage 


Some relief from the housing 
shortage in Southland war pro­ 
duction areas was provided to­ 
day by making 
thousands of 
workers in essential industry 
eligible to buy new house trailers. 
Stanley Mark, W ar Production 
Board priorities chief, said that 
building of trailers, halted in 
1943, was resumed last March 
at the rate of 1,000 trailers (na- 


i tionally) per month. With 
the 
[ widened eligibility rules, this 
production, in which several 
Southern California plants are 
sharing, may be further stepped 
up. 
The new trailers were avail­ 
able at first only to migratory 
war workers whose jobs required 
them to travel, but under the new 
rules priorities will be extended 
also to workers in factories with 
war contracts, plants turning out 
basic materials such as steel, lum­ 
ber, and textiles, and certain es­ 
sential civilian establishments. 
To qualify the purchaser must 
be located in a critical labor area 
and must not be able to find oth­ 
er suitable housing within an 
hour’s travel distance from the 
job.

from the people of the South 
American countries by our poli­ 
cies there. 
But if the slide rule 
boys 
in 
W ashington insist 
on 
giving 
aw ay 
a 
lot of 
things 
the people didn’t ask for, and 
often didn’t know about, can you 
blam e them for taking w h at is 
offered? 
I never was able to 
BUY respect by giving an im ­ 
pression that I 
was 
inexper­ 
ienced, ignorant, extravagant and 
mildly insane. 
I doubt if a n a­ 
tion can gain respect that way. 


In Mexicali I found no lack of 
zippers, nor of elastic, nor of 
w hat the ladies now call “found­ 
ations.” 
Every shop from novel­ 
ties to hardw are sold silk and 
nylon stockings. 
A ll the 
alarm 
clocks, electric irons, electric ra ­ 
zors, electric toasters you w ant, 
if you w ant to pay for them. The 
clocks were $10. 


I counted 159 boxed 
Stetson 
hats of the best quality in m en’s 
w ear shops. Shoes w ere of good 
quality, unrationed. 
T here 
are 
apparently no ration problems. 
Everything in common use was 
there—except gasoline. 
If 
any­ 
thing wasn’t there, an offer was 
made to send over to the U nited 
States and get it, if you could 
w ait a few days. Gasoline is very 
scarce; much scarcer than here. 
There is a great deal of build­ 
ing. 
Two 
new 
large 
movie 
houses, new store buildings, new 
office buildings, new C ham ber of 
C o m m e r c e building (although 
some of jjthe Cham bers 
in the 
22nd D istrict would be glad to 
have the old one), two new drug 
stores, 
cabarets, 
saloons, or, if 
you prefer, cocktail parlors. 
This is the border. 
M en back 
from Mexico City say you can 
get even m ore things there, in­ 
cluding tractors and 
trucks 
of 
the sizes and kinds we need in 
California right now’. 
M any are 
standing 
idle 
on the floors of 
Mexican showrooms. 
I don’t know how it’s 
done. 
Perhaps it’s done w ith m irrors! 
Probably I’ll get a lette r telling 
me it isn’t Lend-Lease a t all. All 
right, all right. 
I w on't argue; 
just another one of the alphabeti­ 
cal agencies, all hatched from the 
sam e nest, w hich w on't in some 
cases even let the allied nations 
pay for the things they expect­ 
ed to pay for, as in th e case of 
the Russian butter, or th e Chi­ 
nese legation’s new autom obile. 
I haven’t an atom of jealousy 
in me on th e subject. I am glad 
all neighboring brothers and sis­ 
ters hre getting the stuff. It just 
troubles me sometimes 
to 
feel 
that if I w ant some of these much 
needed States m anufactured 
a r­ 
ticles, I’d have to give up my 
American citizenship and become 
a citizen of some other nation to 
get them.
